81,250 Gallons Consumed on 
650,000 Prescriptions, 
Records Shew. 


St. Louis last year drank 81,250 
gallons of whisky as medicine. This 
is shown by the records of prescrip- 
tions issued by physicians, com- 
piled in the office of State. Pro- 
hibition Director De Hart. 

Of the 3000 physicians in the 
State who have permits to issue 
whisky prescriptions, approximate- 
ly 2000 are in St. Louis. Prescrip- 
tion blanks are issued quarterly in 
books of 100, making 400 blanks a 
year to each physician. Each pre- 
scription is for a pint of liquor. 
Records of issue by counties and 
cities are not kept in the office, but 
De Hart said the number of pre- 
scriptions for St. Louis would total 
about 650,000 for 1924. 

December is the month in which 
the issue of prescriptions is heav- 
iest. January, November and Feb- 
ruary follow in the order named.

Effect on Governor’s Desire to 
Give Brother-in-Law a Job 
Is Doubtful.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 21.— 
The Baker administration brother- 
in-law has served further to dis- 
rupt the non-political State 
Eleemosynary Board. Refusing to 
continue as a member of the board 
under the conditions imposed by 
the Governor, Arthur J. Fitzsim- 
mons, Democrat, of St. Louis, has 
tendered his resignation to the 
Governor. 

As has been told, the Governor 
demanded that the Eleemosynary 
Board oust the stewards of the 
Nevada and St. Joseph hospitals for 
the insane to provide jobs ‘for 
George Gilpin, his brother-in-law, 
and Luther Wilsorn, a _ perennial 
job-hunter. Three of the six mem- 
bers of the board refused to grant 
the Governor’s demand, while 
three agreed. There being a dead- 
lock, the jobs were not fortheom- 
ing. 

To enforce his will, the Governor 
appointed C. F. Bloker of Caruth- 
ersville to Succeed Cal -.Pierce of 
Maryville on the board, thug re- 
moving one of the members who 
had thwarted him. Bloker’s con- 
firmation is being held up In the 
Senate, and the Governor is pre- 
vented from getting.the job for his 
brother-in-law until the Senate 
acts. 

There is some question as _ to 
what the situation will be in view 
of Fitzsimmons’ resignation. If it 
is held that he retires from the 
board immediately the remaining 
members can make the changes de- 
matded by the Governor. If it is 
held that Fitzsimmons cannot re- 
tire untii his successor is appointed 
and qualified, there will be no ac- 
tion by the board until the Senate 
acts or until the Senate adjourns 
the latter part of March without 
acting.

These decisions, he said, held that 
even property not used for educa- 
tional purposes, but yielding in- 
come for support of the institution 
—(such as the Cupples Station and 
other holdings)—should be ex- 
empt. 

H. Chouteau Dyer, an attorney, 
accompanying the Legislative Com- 
mittee, read court decisions which 
he construed to hold that only the 
equity of an educational institution 
in property, and not the value of 
mortgages against it held by oth- 
ers, was subject to tax exemption.

Charges to Be Sifted. 

Thus far no evidence has been 
adduced that would bring Senator 
Spencer’s known activities within 
the technical scope of the prohibi- 
tory statute. 

Both in justice to the Senator 
and in the public interest, the De- 
partment of Justice intends to sift 
Elliott’s charges thoroughly. All 
the “leads” furnished by Elliott 
wil] be followed up. 

Spencer's Version.

IN THREE YEARS 


If Allied Control Is With- 
drawn, It Is Stated, Ger- 
many Will Again Become 
Great Power.

PARIS, Feb. 21.—That Germany 
is economically organized for the 
next war—that it has concentrated 
the essential war industries in the 
center of Germany far from the 
frontiers, and that its new war 
machine only needs an order to 
start—is the new information on 
the state of Germany’s armament 
in the report of the Interattied 
Military Control. Mission whith 
goes before the Coyncil of Ambas- 
sadors today. 

The reorganization’ of German 
war industries has taken place 
since the signing of the treaty of 


Versailles, the report shows, and 
the control commission presenta 
findings in such a way as to oblige 
the allied governments to decide 
what they are going to do about 
the matter before they can abolish 
the control commission. 
Initial Steps Taken. 

' The tenor of the report is that 
Germany has made all the initial 
steps necessary to develop another 
powerful .military machine, and 
that if the control is withdrawn 
without destroying the new begin- 
nings, Germany will inevitably be- 
come as great a military Power as 
efore. The report declares also 
that Germany has feiled to make 
certain simple moves whic a coun- 


have done—for example, her fail- 
ure to convert the old imperial 
barracks which are eivht times too 
big for present requiréments and 
which are in condition to receive a 
full complement of men again. 

It is declared, .amonzg other 
charges, that the Deutsche Werke 
at Spandau were transferred to a 
central economfe point ‘or new 
armament developments.
